Dear Sir: 


As the chief lew enforcement officer of the Nation, we wish 
to call your attention to a heretofore unconsidered menace to 
harmoniovs race relationships. There are in our midst certain 
Negro cririnéls and potential murderers, both foreign and Arerican 
born, twhho ars moved and actuated by intense hatred ageinst the 
white race. These undesirables continuelly procleim that all 
thite people are enemies to the Negro. They have bscome so fan- 
aticel that they heve threatened and attempted the death of their 
opponents, actually assassinating in one instance. 


The movement knovn as the Universal Negro Improvement 
Associetion has done much to stimulate the violent temper of this 
dangerous elerent. Its president and moving spirit is one Marcus 
Garvey, &@ Negro from Jemaica, British West Indies, not a citizen 
of the United States, and én unscrupulous demagogue tho has cease- 
lessly and essiduously sought to spread among Negroes distrust 
and hatred of all white people. | 


Tre official crgan of the U. HN. I. A., *The Negro World, ® of 
which Marcus Garvey is Nanaging Editor, sedulously and continu- 
e@lly secks to undermine the loyalty of all Negroes to this country, 
and to arouse antipathy torards whites. Evidence has elso been 
presented of en aprarent alliance of Garvey with the tg Klux Klan. 


An erroneous éenception held. by many is that a a try to 
cloak and hide their criminals. The truth is that decent Negroes 
are bitterly opposed to all criminals and especially to those cf 


their own race, because they krow that such criminals will cause 
increased discrimination against them. 


The U. NWN. I. A. is composed chiefly of the most primitive 
and ignorant element of West Indian and American Negroes. The 
so-called recpectable element of the movement are largely minis- 
ters without churches, physicians without patients, lavyeors with- 
out clients ond rubliskars without readers, tho ure usually in 
search of “casy money." In short, this organization is composed 
in the main of Necro sharks nani {cnorant Negro f:natics. 
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This orsanisation and its leader, Marcus Garvey, encourage 
violence. In its Constitution there is ar. article prohibiting 
offices holdin: ty s convicted criminal, EXCEPT SUCH CRIME IS 
COMMITTED IN TH INTEREST OF THE U. N. I. A. Marcus Garvey fs in- 
tolerent of free spcech when it is exercised in criticism of him 
eri his movement, seeking to prevent such by threats and violence. 


Striking proof of the truta of this essertion is found in the | 


following cases: 


In 1920 Garvey’s supporters rushed into a tent where a re- 
ligious meeting was being conducted by Rev. A. Clayton Powell in 
New York City end sovght to do bodily violence to Dr. Chas. 8S. 
Morris, the sperxker of the evening-- who they had heard was to 
make an eddress against Garveyisn--and were prevented only by the 


ection of the police. Shortly afterwards members of the Baltimore 


branch of the U. N. I. A. attempted bodily injury to W. Ashbie 
Hevkins, one of the mcst dietinguished colored attorneys in Amer- 


. fea, when he criticised Garvey in a sp2ech. During the same per- 


iod an Anti-Garvey meeting held by Cyril Briggs, then editor of 
@ montnly mfsgacine, The Crusader,--in Rush Memorial church, New 
York City, on 2 Sunday evening--vas broken up by Garveyites turn- 
ing out the lights. 


Several weexs ago the Gervey division in Philadelphia caused 
Such a Cisturcance in the Salem Beptist church where Attorney J. 
Austin Norris @ graduate of Yale University, and the Rev. J. W. H. 
Eason, were spee‘t ing egainst Garvey tnat the police disbanded the 
meeting tO aree ert a riot and bloodshed. Reports state the street — 
in front of the church was blocked by Gearveyites who insulted and . 
knocked dcvm pedestrians who vere on their way to the meeting. 


In Los Anzeles, Cel., Mr. Neah D. Thompson, a. distinsuished 
colored citizcon of thet city, employed in the editoriei department 
of the Los 4nz2los Deily NEXDress , © reporting edversely on the 
Garvey movercnt 28 a result of his visit to the ernvel convention, 
was attacked by members of Garvey’ s Los Angel2s division, who, it. 
is allesed, had been incited to violence by Garvey himself, and 
only throuca enc help of a large number or police officers was 
Thompson saved fron bodily harm. 


A few months ago when some persons in the Cleveland, Ohio, 
division of the U. N. I. A. asked Dr. LeRoy Bundy, Garvey's chief 
assistant, for an accountins of funds, a veritable riot took place 
led, according to the Pittsburg "American," by Bundy himself. 


In Pittsturs, Pa., on October, 224, last, after seeking to 
disturb a mectins conducted by Chandler Cwen, Eiitor of The 
Messenrer aes ine, Garveyites who had lurked around the corner i: 
&® body, ruse on the  strest car after the mectins, seskinz to as 
Sault bin, wut vere pre stented oy the interruvtion of tho police.

Garvey frauds, was to deliver an address in Toronto, Canada,

In Chicago, after seeking to bréak up sii fathtubesver balling. 
ea Garvey supporter shot e policemen who sought to prevent him from 
attacking the speaker as he left the building. 


In New York last August during a series of meetings conducted 
by the Friends of Negro Freedom to expose Garvey’s schemes and 
methods, the speakers were threatened with death. Scores of Gar- 
veyites came into the meetings with the avowed intention of 
breaking them up. This they were prevented from doing by the | 
stern determination on the part of the leeders, the activity of tke 

New York police and the great mass of West Indians and Americens 


who clearly shoved that they would not permit any cowardly ruffians 
to break up their meetings. * 


In fact, Marcus Garvey has created an orgenization which is 
furndementally and wilfully criminal. This is evidenced by Section 
3S of Article 5, of the Constitution of the U. N. I. A., under the 
caption, "Court Feception At Eome." It reads, "No one shall be 

received by the Potentate and his Consort who has been convicted 
of crime or felony, EXCEPT SUCH CRIME OR FELONY WAS COLMITT&D IN 
THE INTEREST OF THES UNIVESSAL NaGt.O IkPROVENENT ASSOCIATION AND 
THE AFRICAN COL2JUNITIES LEAGUE. * 


Further proof of this is found in the public utterances of 
William Sherill, cne of the chief officials in the organization 
and Gervey’s envoy to the League of Netions Assembly at Geneva. 
Speaking at the Goldfield Theatre in Baltimore, Md., on August 18, 

1922, he is quoted as saying: "BLACK FOLK AS WELL AS WHITE “WHO 
TAUPER WITH THE U. N. I. A. ARE GOING TO DIE.*.

Eason says he knew the men who shot him were directed to do 
so. Insomuch, horever, as the assessination of Mr. Bason removes 
& federal witness, we suggest that the Federal Government probe 
into the fects and ascertain whether Fason was essassinated as the 
result of ean interstate conspiracy emanating from New York. 


Not only has this movement created friction between Negroes 
and whites, but it has also increased the canbetets led between - 
American-and West endian wegrese. 


Further, Gervey has built up en organization which hee vic- 
timized horées of ignorant and unsuspecting Negroes, the nature 
of whicn is clearly steted by. Judge Jacob Panken of the New York: 
‘Hunicipal Court, before whom Garvey'’s civil suit for freud vas 
tried. Judge Panken said: "It seers to me that you have been: 
preying upon the gullibility of your own people, having kept no 
proper accounts of :the money received for investments, being an 
Oorganizction ofr high ‘finance in which the officers received out- 
raceously high s@2laries and were permitted to have exhorbitant 
expense ecccun‘s for pleasitre jaunts throughout the country. I 
advise those 'dupes' who nave eontributed to these organizations

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The governnent shoulda nite: that the Garvey follovers are for 
the most part vovcless--being either largely unnaturalized or re- 
fraining from voting becauss Garvey teaches that they are citizens 
of an African Republic.

votcrs, toth white and colored, earnestly desire the vigorous pros= 
ecution of this case. | 


Again, the notorious Ku Klux Klen, an organization of white 
racial ani ‘religious bigots, has aroused much edverse sentiment,-- 
many peovle derending its dissolution, as the Reconstruction Klan 
was Gissolved. The Garvey organization, known as the U. N.I. A., 
is just as objectionable and even more Gengerous, inasmuch es it 
Geels tith an even lower level of cranks, crcoks and racial bigots 
among whom suggestibility to violent crime is much greater.

Moreover, since in its besic law--the very Censtituticn of 
‘the U. N. I. A;--the Oorganizetion condones and encoureses crime, 
its future meetings should be carefully watched by officers of 
the law end infractions promptly and severely punished. 


Ve desire the Department of Justice to understand that those 
who draft this document, as well es the tens of thousands who will 
er.dorse it in all perts of the country, are by no mesns impressed 
by the widely circulated revorts which allege certain colored 
politicians have been trying to use their influence to get the 
iniictrents egainst Garvey aquashed. The signers of this arpeal 
represent no particular political, religious or nationalistic 
faction. They have no. personal erds or partisan interests to 
serve. Nor ere they moved by eny personal bias ageinsy Marcus 
Garvey. They sound this tocsin only tecause they foresee the 
gathzrinz storm of race prejudice and sense the imminent menace

As the chief law enforcement officer of the Nation, we 
wish to call your ettention to a heretofore unconsidered menace to 
harmonious race relationships. There are in our midst certain 

- Negro criminels and potential murderers, both foreign end American 
; born, wko are moved end actuated by intense hatred against the 
white race . These undesirables continually proclaim that all 
white people ere enemies to the Negro. They have become so fan- 
atical that they heve threatened and attempted the death of their 
opponents, actuslly assassinating in one instance. 


The movement knormn as the Universal Negro Improvement 
Association has done much to stimulate the violent temver of this 
dangerous element. Its president and moving spirit is one Marcus 
Garvey, an unscrupulous deragogue who has ceaselessly and assid- 
uously sousht to spreed among Negroes distrust and hatred ofall 
white people. 


| The official organ of the U. N. I. A., *The Negro World,* 
of which Marcus Garvey is Managing Eiitor, sedulously and contin- 
. wally seeks to arouse ill-feeling between the races. Evidence 
has also been presented of en apparent alliance of Garvey with 
the ku Ruz Klan. | 
? last erroneous conception held by many is that Seerece try 
to cloak ard hide their criminals. The truth is that the great 
' majority of Nesroes are bitterly opposed to all criminals and 
-especially to those of their own rece, because they knor that such 
criminals will cause increased discrinination against themselves. 


The U. N..I. A. is corposed chiefly of the most primitive 
end ignorant elemsnt of West Indian and American Negroes. The 
Bo-called respectable element of the movemant are larccly minis- . 
ters without churches, physicians without patients, lexyers with-- 
out clients and publishers cithout readers, who are usually in 
search of "casy money."

- In 1920 Garvey’s supporters rushed into a tent where a re- 
ligious meeting zas being conducted by Rev. A. Clayton Powell in 
Wew York City and sousht to do bodily violence to Dr. Chas. &. 
Morris, the speaker of the eveninzg--who they had heard was to 
make an eddress escinst Garveyism--and were prevented only by the 
action of the police. Shortly afterwards members of the Baltimore 
branch of the U. N. I. A. attempted bodily injury to WY. Ashbie 
Hawkins, one of the most distinguished cclored attorneys in Amere ~ 
ica, when he criticised Garvey in a speech. During the same per- 
fod an Anti-Garvey reeting held by Cyril Briggs, then editor of 

@ monthly magazine, The Crusader,--in Rush Nemorial church, New 


York City, ona Sundey evening--was broken 5 by Garveyites turn-_ 
ing out the lights. 


‘Beveral weeks aco ths Garvey division in Philadelphia caused 

' such a disturbances in the Salem Baptist church where Attorney J. 
Austin Norris, a graduate of Yale University, and the Rev. J. W. H. 
Eason, were speaking eg2inst Garvey that the police disbanded the 
meeting to prevent a riot and bloodshed. Reports state the street 
in front of the church was blocked by Garveyites who insulted and 
knocked dozn pedestrians who were on their way to the meeting. 


In Los Angeles, Cal., Ur. Noah D. Thompson, a distinguished 
colored citizen of that city, employed in the editorial department 
of the Los Angeles Daily “"“Ezpress," reporting adversely on the 
Garvey movement as @ result of his visit to the annual convention, 
was attacked by members of Garvey’s Los Angeles division, who, it 
is allezod, h2d teen incited to violence by Garvey himself, and 
only through the help of a large number of police officers was 
Thompson eaved from bodily harm. 


A few months ago when some persons in the Cleveland, Ohio, 
division of tho U. N. I. A. asked Dr. LeRoy Bundy, Garvey's chief 
assistcnt, for an accounting of funds, a veritable riot took place, 
led, ‘according to. the Pittsburg "American," by Bundy himself. 


In Pittsburg, Pa., on October 234, last, after seeking to 
disturb a mectinz conducted by Chandler Owen, Editor of The 
Messengor Magazine, Garveyites who had lurked around the corner in 
&® body, rushed on the street cer after tho meeting, seeking to as- 
sault him, but were prevented by tho interruption of tho police. — 
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When William Pickens, who had roar ee in the expose of the 
Garvey frauds, was to deliver an address in Toronto, Canada, 
Garveyites met him on the steps of the church with hands threat- 


eninzly on their hip-pockets, trying to intimidate him, lest he 
Bhould further expose that movement. 


In Chicago, af*er seeking to break up an Anti-Garvey meeting,’ 
@ Garvey suppor<‘er shot a policeman who sought to prevent him from 
attacking the speaker as he left the building. 


In New York last August during e series of meetings conducted 
by the Friends of Uszro Freedom to expcse Garvey'’s schemes and 
methods, the speekers were threatened with death. Scores of Gar- 
weyites caze into the reetings with the avored intention of breek- 
ing them up. This they were prevented from doing by the stern 
determination on the part of the leaders, the activities of the 
‘New York police end the great mass of West Indians and Americans 


who clearly showed that they would not permit any cowardly rutfiens 
to break up their meetings. | 


In fact, Marcus Garvey has created an organization which in its 
fundanental ler condones end invites to crime, This is evidenced 
by Section 3 of Article 5, of the Constitution of the U. N. I. A., 
-under the caption, "Court Recertion At Home.® It reads, "No one 
.Bhall be received by the Potentate and his Consort who has been 
convicted of felony, EXCEPT SUCH CRIME OR FELONY WAS COL2IITTED IN 
THE INTERSsT OF THE UNIVERSAL NEGRO IMPROVEWENT ASSOCIATION AND

Further proof of this is found in the public utterances of 
William Sherrill, one of the chief officials in the organization and 
Garvey'’s envoy to the Leasue of Nations Assembly at. Geneva. ~ Speak- 
‘dng at the Goldfield Theatre in Baltimore, Ud. on August 18, 1922 
-hhe is quoted es saying: BLACZ FOLE AS WELL AS WHITE WHO. TAMPER: 
WITH THE U. N. I. A. ARE GOING TO DIE.® 
What appears to be an attempt to carry out this threat is 
seen in the assault and slashing with a razor of one S. T. Saxon, 


by Garveyites, in Cincinnati, Ohio, when he spoke against the 
movement there last October. 


On January 1, this year, just after having made an address in 
Hew Orleans, the Rev. J. W. H. Eason, former "Arerican Leader" of 
‘the Garvey movement, who had fallen out with Garvey and was to be 
the chief witness against him in the Federal Government's case, 
was wayloid and assassinated, it is reported in the press, by the 
Garveyites. Rev. Eason fdentificd two of the men as Frederick Dver, 
42, a longshoreman, and William Shakespearo, 28, a painter. Both 
of them are promincnt members of the U. N. I. A. in New Orleans, 


one wearing e tadzte as chief. of police and the other as chief of 
the fire derartmert of the "African Republic." Dr. Eason’s dying 


words, identifying the mon whom he knew from long Sogensaes in 
the movenent, were: 


®T had been speaking at Bethany and was on my way home when 
three men rushed out at me from an alley. I saw their faces and 


(pointing eat Dyer and Shakespeare) I am positive that these two 
men here are two of the three.*® 


The vicious inclinetion of these Garvey members is seen in 
their comments in an interview: 


(The H. Y. Amsterdam Nezvs reports:) *Both Dyer and Shakespeare 
have denied the attack, but declared they were glad of it as they 
said Eason richly deserved what he got. ‘Eason,' said one of 
them, ‘was a sorehead. The Association made him whet he was. 

When he was expelled because of misconduct he went up and dotn : 
the country preaching against Marcus Garvey rho is doings great 
good for our race. Someons who evidently thought it was time to 
stop his lies tock a creck at hin. I don’t blame the one that 
did it. Eason richly deserved what he got.*® 


Eason says he know’ the men who shot him were directed to 
do so. Insomuch, however, as the assassination of Mr. Eason re- 
moves a federal witness, we suggest that the Federal Government | 
‘prote into the facts and ascertain whether Eason was assassinated 
as the result of an interstate conspirecy emanating from New. 
York.--It--is significent that the U. N. I. A. hes advertised in 
its orgen, "The Negro World," the raising of a defense fund for 


those indicted for the murder, seemingly in sccqrdance with its 
constitution. 7

Not only has this movement created friction itis Negroes. 
and woites, but it has also increased the moetint yy between | 
Anerican and Vest Indian Negroes. 


Further, Garvey has built up an organization which bas vic- 
timized hordes of ignorant and unsuspectinz Negroes, the nature 
of which is clearly stated by Judge Jacob Panken of the New York 
Municipal Court, before whom Garvey’s civil suit for fraud was 
tried. Judge Panken said: "It seems to me that you have been 
preying upon the gullibility of your own people, having kept no 
proper accounts of the money received for investments, being en 
organization of high finance in which the officers received out- 
Yrageously high salaries and were permitted to have exhorbitant 
expense accounts for pleasure jaunts throuzhout the country. I 
advise those ‘dupes’ who have contributed to these organizations 
to go into court and ask for the appointment of a recoiver.®" | 
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For the above reasons we advocate that the Attorney Géneral 
use bie full influence completely to disband and extirpate this 
vicious moverent, and that he vigorously and speedily push the 
Government's case arainst Marcus Garvey for using the mails to 
defraud. This should be done in the interest of justice; even as 
a matter of practical expediency. 


The Government should note that the Garvey followers are for 
the most tart voteless--being cither largely unnaturalized or re- 
fraining from voting -becauss Garvey teaches that they are citizens 
of an African Republic. He hes preatly exerserated the actual 

‘membershiv of his organizetion, thich is conservatively estirated 
to be much less than 20,000 in all countries. including the United 
States and Africa, the Vest Indies, Central and South America. | 
(The enalysis of Garvey’'s renberskip has been made by W. A. 
Domingo, ea highly intelligent West Indian from Jamaica, Garvey’s 
home, in "The Crusader" megazine, New York City; also by Dr. — 

VW. E. B. DuBois, a well mown social statistician, in "The Century 
Mazazine," February, 1923, New York City). On the other hand, . 
hosts or citizen voters, netive born and naturalized, both white 


end colored, earnestly desire the vigorous. prosecution of this 
case. 


| Again, the notorious Ku Klux Elen, an organization of white 
racial and religicus bigots, has aroused much adverse sentiment,-- 
many people demandins its dissolution, as the Reconstruction Zlen 
was dissolved. The Garvey organization, kmown as the U. N.1.A., 
is just as objectionable and even more dangerous, inasmuch as it 
naturally attracts an even lcwer type of cranks, crooks and racial 
bigots among whom sugecestibility to violent crime is much greater. 


Moreover, since in its basic law--the very Constitution of 
the U. N. I. A.--the organization condones and encourages crime, 
its future meetings should be carefully vetched by officers of the 
law and infractions promptly and severely punished. 


| We desire the Departrent of Justice to understand that those 
who draft this document, as well. as the tens of thousands who will 
- @ndorse it in all parts of the country, are by no means impressed 

by the widely circulated reports which allege certain colored | 
politicians have been trying to use their influence to get the 
indictments against Garvey quashed. The signers of this eppeal 
represent no particular political, religious or nationalistic 
faction. Thoy have no personal ends or partisan interests to 
serve, Nor are they moved by any personal bias against Marcus 
Garvey, They sound this tocsin only because thcy foresee the 
gathering storm of race prejudice and sense the imminent monace 
of this insidious movement which, cancer-like, is gnawing at tho 


very vitals of peace and sacoty--of civic harmony and inter-racial

THE PIERRE DU PONT SCHOOLS 
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. the summer of 1918, when the war had 


awakerei a new civic conscioutness in 
the minds of the greater numter of citizens, 
a group of Delaware men and women who 
were deerly interested in the development 
ef their state founded an organization 
ealled “The Service Citizens of Delaware.” 
the purpose of which was “to work for the 


improvement of social conditions in the . 


State of Delaware.” 


‘Mr. Pierre S. duPont. the president of 
the Service Citizens, ercated a trust fund to 
yield an income of $90.000 a year for a 
specifiel number of years to carry on this 
work, and Dr. Joseph IL. Ouell was chocen 
director. 


. As a result of several reports on public 
education in which Delaware was ranked 
wery low, the Service Citizens became in- 
terested in the improvement of clucationa! 
condition<, An illustrated survey of rural 
achools was male by experts from Columbian 
University and distributed widely throurh- 
eut the State. This survey revealed such 
deplorable conditions that Nr. P. 8. duPont, 


“then vice-president of the State Board ef = «| 


Education, founded a new trust fund, the 
income from which, amountin; to $2,000,000, 
was to te used in the erection of new schocl 
buildings for Delaware. Of this amount, 
20 per cent was specifically set aside for the’ 
rebuilding of colored schools, and a few 
months later an ad.litional gift of £500,000 
was made by Nr. duPont for Necro schools. 
From time to time the oricinal trust fand 
has been supplemented, until approximately 
$1,000,000 will be available in income for 
the improvement of the public school system 
of Delaware. 

A special Educational Committee of five 
was appointed from the Scrvice Citizens te 
administer this fund, and on July 28, 1919, 
the Delaware School Auxiliary Association 
was incorporated. 

In the first few months ef its existence,-~ 
the Assiation spent a great deal of its 
time in conference with the xtute and Incal 
boaris of education in an enicavor te fer- 
mulate a buildine program. The problem

ture, and a book on “Standards and Pian: 
for School Buildings and Grounds im the 
State of Delaware” was prepared for the 
State Board of Education. With this work 
as a basis typical plans for ene, two, three 
and four room schools were drawn and ap. 
proved by the State Board of Edacation, in 
order that thcre micht be some standardi- 
gation of schoo! construction throughout the 
State. : 
A typical ene room school has a seating . 
capacity of 40 pupils; has austral windows, 
the light entering only from one side; the 
met glass area is 20 per cent of the floor 
space; the ceiling is 12 feet high; the class 


space to each pupil; the building ts heated 
and ventilated by a jacketed heater; the 
building contains cloak rooms and imside 
toflets; the enxt ef construction, incindine 
site and equipment, is $6,000. In order to 
assure adequate playground space, two acres 
ef ground were adopted as a minimam for 
@ one room buildinz, three for a two room 
building, and 20 forth. . 

A survey of the colored children in the 
State was made and maps prepared show- 
ine the centers of Necro population, in er- 
der that the school houses might be prop- 
erly located. 

The Delaware School Auxiliary dcveloped 
its own building oranization which oper- 
ates from the central office and is proving 
very economical by the climination of cen- 
tractors’ profits and the cust ef lomhne.

. » peactically all the Necro schools in the 


State will be rebuilt, less than a dozen re- 
maining erhere it seems impossible te se- 
eure suitable sites. 

‘The Dover Colored School, sow under 
esnstruction, will be the larrest in the State, 
accommodating 280 pupils, with seven elass 


rooms, a principal's room, a sewing reom, 


a lunch room and an auditorium. The class 
rooms are grouped around the auditorium 
which is equipped with a stare, curtain and 
moving picture machine, and will seat 500 
people. The Dover School was planned with 
the hope that it would not only be used for 
elass room work, but that it might also be- 
eome a community center and a convention 
hall for the Negro people of the State. 
After the physical rebuilding of the 
echools, attendance ‘is the createst problem 
fm Delaware. It would be useless to erect 
modern buildings unless the children will 
take advantare of them. The Delaware 
School Auriliary has, therefore, made @ 
eareful study of attcnilance and absence 
ta the rural schools, tocether with the causes 


ef absence, in an effort to discover why 


children do not attend school rerularly. In 
the near future Dr. Richard Watson Conper, 
Director of the Bureau of Education of the 
Service Citizens, will publish a book on 
“Non-attendance of Colored Children in the 
Public Schools of Delaware,” which will an- 
doubtedly be of great service im solving one 
ef the greatest problems of the Negro in 
Delaware. 

Te encourare better attendance the Dela- 
ware School Auxiliary Association for. two 
gears has been conducting a campairn, of- 
fering each month to the children ecards for 
perfect and good attendance during the 
month. The first ycar these cards were an 
historical scrics, and last year, the Dela- 
ware birds and flowers. The coming year 
i is planned to give buttons on which are 
te be sketches of Delaware industries. To 
the school rooms making a certain averare 
W attendance Delaware State flacs were 
given the first year, pictures of nature 
studics last year, and this year tonks will 
be given for the schoul library.

plorable conditions in the institution be 
eause of insufficient arpropriations from th 
Legislature. The Delaware School Auzil- 
iary Association offcred its s«rvices to the 
trustees, first auditing the books and placing 
the finances on a business basis, and then 
remodelling the physical equipment A 
gewerag: system was completed; an add.tion 
to the girls’ dormitory was built; bath and 
sanitary facilities were added to both girls’ 
and boys’ dormitories; the interiors ef build- 
ings were painted and renovated and an 
adequate water supply furnished. Im ad- 
dition new furniture for the buildings was 
donated from a private source. A two reom 
brick schoo] was erected on the camrus by 
the Delaware School Auxiliary Association . 
‘to be used as a practice school. 

The trustees have modified the courses ef 
study and imaugurated a standard State 
high school It is their hope that this imsti- 
tation may serve as the colored high school 
for rural Delaware and later develop imto 
an industrial college similar to Hampton er 
Tuskegee. 


- “THE NEGRO IN CBICAGO” 
The Report of the Chicago Commission on Race Relations 
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é¢ Negro in Chicago, a Study of 
Race Relations and a Race Riot,” is the 
title of a valuable publication recently issued 
” from the University of Chicare Press. This 
book of nearly seven hundred pages is the re- 
port of the Chicago Commission on Race Re- 
lations, a commission composed of twelve 
members, six represcnting the «hite people 
and six representing the. Nezro people, ap- 
pointed by Governor Frank O. Lowden after 
the Chicago Riot of 1919. “é 
Three times in recent years the Stat: ef 
Mlinols has expericnced violent race riotinz: 
At Springficld in 1908, at East St. Louis in 
1917, in Chicaro in 1919. Had the people 
ef the Statetearned anythin from the first 
ef these outbreaks of racial antaconism it 


_ is probable that the second and third would 


mot have happened. Certain it is that the 
third could! not have hap; ened had the les- 
sonx of the first and accond been hevded. 
Having bearned little from these three oat- 
breaks, it is not surprising that Chicago, 
whose Necro population, by the way, in- 


creased from 44;103 in 1910, to 109,584 in 
1920, an imcrease of 1148.5 per cent, fur- 
nished the scene for th: terrible rict of the 
summer of 1919. 

Extending over a perixd of thirteen days 
and resulting in a casualty list of 38 deaths 
-——15 whites and 23 Negroes; 557 mjured, 
178 whites and 3i2 Nerrves, with 17 whose 
race was not recorded; and a damage to 
property amounting to many millions of dol- 
lars, the Chicaro Riot of 1919 was regarded 
by many citizens and civic orzanizations 
as “merely a symptom of s:rious and pro- 
found disordcrs lying bencath the surface 
of race relations in Chicago”. Governor 


-Lewden’s Commission therefore set its if 


-to the “study and interprvtation ef the csa- 
ditions of Necro Life in Chicago and of the 
relation between the two races”. The 
Conmisxion calle! to its assistance a staff 
ef trained javesticators recruited “from 
sucial workers of both racvs whose training 
fittxl them fur intelligent handling ef re- 
search and eld work along the lines mapped 
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eut by the Commixsion™. The Comniissioa ; 
divided itself into six committees on the 
following subjects: Kacial Clashes, Hous- 
ing, Industry, Crimes, Racial Contacts and 
Public Opinion. 


In these fields the Commission's iets was 


done along two main lines: (1) A series 
ef econfercnces at which per:ons believed to 
have special information and experience Fe- 


 jating to these subjects were invited to 
* give the Commission the benefit of their 


knowledge and opinions. (2) Research and 
Geld work by the trained staff of investiga- 
tors, both white and Negro, to determine 
as accurately as possible, from first-hand 
evidence, the actual cunditions in these par- 
ticular fields. The findings of these confer- 


ences and investigations comprise the bulk- 


ef the published report and the whole may 
be taken as fairly typical of the conditions 
existing in many another city in the United 

The findings of the Commission show that 
where the Negro citizens have been pro- 
vided decent housing, where educational in- 
stitutions have been open fully and freely 
sto them, where avcreationa! eenters and 
ether cuitural facilitics have been provided 
for them without limitations or restrictions 
sorintimidation, where they have ben ‘given 
the chance to earn a decent living in such 
lines of employment as they have been qual- 
ified to fill, where labor unions and other 
erganizations have been open to them on 


- guch terms and ander such qualifications as 


are applied to other citizens—in~ short, 
wherever and whenever given an equal 
chance alunz with others, the Nerro citi- 
zens have proven a raluable asset to the 
eity’s population. 

As a matter of fact, the Report clearly 
shows that in practically none of these fields 
have the Negrocs as a whole hecn given 
anything like a decent chance. Thcy have 
been heriled into eonvested, unsanitary, un- 


_ wholesome, unicsirable residential areas. 


Because of small incomes thcy have been 
compelled to live in the kart expensive 
places: recardlexs of surroundinzs. They 


have therefore tern unable to protest ef-. 


fectively against the enernachments of vice 
districts—euch encroachments often havine 
the sanction of city ollicials. Hecause of 
the hostility of whit. residents, sach has- 
tility showing itsclf in bombinys of prop- 
erty and such-like vivlence, many of the 
Negroes who have ventured to move into 


more desirable residential arcas hate wi. 


fered in great damage te property and i SS 
many instances even loss of life. in many ~~ 


cases they have been discouraged if ust 
altogether prohibited from participation im 
the advantares offered by those educational 
‘and cultural and recreational institutions 
which are supposed to be open to all citizcns 
alike—regardiess of race er color. They - 
have been confined in large measure to do- 
mestic and menial service and refused em- 
ployment in many fields for which they were 
well fitted both by ability and by training. 
They have been denied admission by many 
labor unions solely because of their race 
and color. 

Recognizing the place ef public epinien 
in the question of race relations, the Com- 
mission made a study of the Chicaro news-_ 
papers and their attitude toward the Negro 
race. From the study of the white tress & 
is clear to the Commission that “the poli- 


cies of many of the newspapers on racial 


matters have made relations more difficult, 
at times fostering mew antoconisms and 
even precipitating riots by inflaming’ the 
avhite public against Negroes”. 

While the Commission finds no ready rem- 
edy for settling the race problem. it holds 
‘that the “problem-muast ‘be solved -in ‘bar- 
mony with the fundamental law of the na- 
tion and with its free imstitutions”. It 
holds that “mutual understanding and sym- 
pathy between the races will be fullowed 
by harmony and co-operation. But these can 
come completely enly after the disappear- 
ance of prejudice. Thus the remedy ts 
mecessarily slow; and it is all the more im- 
portant that the civie conscicnce of the com- 
munity should be aroused”. 

The Report closes sith o. caries of O00. 
mine recommendations: . 

(a) To the Police, Militia, State’s Attor- 
ney and Courts—aurresting equal protection 
and full jastice fur whitcs and blacks alike. 

(b) To the City Council and Administra- 
tive Boards, the Park Doards and the Mu- 
micipal Bureau of Parks, Play Grounds and 
Bathing Leaches—sxurresting proper hous- 
ing and sanitation and the full provision 


and equal use of recreational ecntcrs alike 
for blacks and whit-s. 

(c) To the Roaanl of Education—asking 
fur adequate schoo! facilitics and full wse 
of same by whites an! blicksx alike; the 
strict. enforcement of the compulaary edu- 
eation laws fur all children; the exercise 
of xpccial care ia appointing principals and 
teachers who have a xymp:athctic and in- 
tcllicent intemat in promoting good race 
relations im the schools and who will en- 
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courage “participation of both races in stu- 
dent activitics ax a means of promoting 
mutual understanding and guod. ‘relations in 
g@uch schools and in the community”. 

(d) To Social and Civie Orwanizations, 
Labor Unions and Churches—advising that 
they endcavor “to dispel the false notions 
ef ench race about the other and promote 
mutual tolerance and friendliness betweea 


(e) ‘To the Public—urging abstinence 
m force or violence in race relations; 
commendin;; “race contacts in cultural and 
@o-operative efforts as tending stronrly to 
mutual understanding and the promotion of 
good race relations”; and surgesting a per- 
manent race-relations body representing 


both races. 

(f) To Employers and Labor Organiza- 
tions—aorging that empiovers “deal with Ne- 
groes as workmen on the same piane as 
white workers” and that labor unions “ad- 
mit Nerroes to full membership whenever 
they apply for it and possess the qualifica- 
tions required of white workers”. 


“(n) To Nexro Workers—advising mem- 
berxhip in unions which admit both races. 
equally rather than in separate Negro labor 
unions; and ermine thorourh preparatoa 
for participation in skilled trades. 


(h) To Street Car Companies—arging | 


that conductors and motormcen be especially - = 


instructed concernine protection ef passen- 
gers, white and Ne:ro, and that they be 
rigidly held to the discharge eof this duty. | 

(i!) To Restaurant<«. Theatres, Stores and 
Other Places of Public Accommadation— 
urring that owners, manazvers and "ate 
ecs accord the same treatment to 
patrons as to white patrons. | 

(j) To the Press—arzine the publication | 
ef such news and in such form as will tend 
to diszsel prejudice and promote matual re- 
spect and grood-will between the two races. 

This Report is a valuable addition to eur 
all too mearre worth-while literature on the 
Negro Problem. As such it deserves a wide 
reading. 


THE CHURCHES AND RACIAL PEACE’ 
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E faith of the leaders-of @he Federal 
Council that the chuerekes world écie in 
@ sound, constructive plan to apply the prin- 
eiples of brotherhood and justice to race re- 
lations and that ways and means would be 
supplied for enlisting the forces of the 
ehurches to this great end, has been amply 
justified during the. rast twelve months. 
The churches of our land, as the special 
agencies for promoting the cuxpel of broth- 
erhood, are facing their freat responsibility 
_ and challenge in this neld whenever the in- 
formation and eal! can be effectively set 
-before them. They are responding with 
constructive action in their local commani- 
ties in all parts of the country by studyinc 
their conditions, planning grograms of in- 
terracial activities for better housing, bet- 
ter schools, better health, law enforcement, 
jastice in the courts, improving the attitade 
ef the public throuch the press, and by sim- 
ilar efforts for Necro welfare and tho im- 
provement of relations between the races. 


At the last annual me-tine of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Fe leral Council this 
Cemmission had only been in existence five 
months. At that time a tentative budev’ 
ef $10,000 was approved with the provise 
that new sources of funls be found for the 
work. Althouch the Commission was with- 


SFrom the frthromiag rep wt of she Esecetne 
Commutere of the Federal C.eaci. 


.eut fonds, such:arpreval from the Federal 


Council gave encouragement to the officers 
and leaders of the movement, and at the. 
January meeting, 1922, they elected two 


secretaries, Dr. George E. Haynes and Dr. 


Will W. Alexander, to the executive tasks of 
the work. 

During the succeeding t.n months the ac- 
tivities of the Commission have touched 
upon important lines of work and met with 
encouraring responses. The werk may be 
summarized as follows: 

Leral Conferences of White awd Negre 

Leaders 

About 45 such confcrences have been held 
or attended by the secrctarics, at special re- 
quest; in such places as Atlanta, Ga; Ra- 
leich, N. C.; Nashville, Tenn.; Cincinnati, — 
Dayton and Cleveland, Ohio; Indianapolis, 
Ind.; St. Louis, Mo; Chicago, ML Less for- 
mal mectincs an: interviews have been held 
in many localities for giving counsel, infor- 
mation and assistance in the planning ef 
proyrams to mect probicms in the respective 
localiticx. These confcrences have been far- 
reaching and important. Very recently the 
eceretary ef ene ef the leading Church 
Federations in the North aaid: “I rerard 
this question uf the relation of the races in 
my city as the most vital problem before us. 
I am, therefore, enidertaking a careful study 
ef the matter to lay pians for the mext 


‘ten years in eur work; this question will be 


the foremost onc in our pruzram.” 


Decclopment of Iuterracinl Cummittecs 

During the ycar, in addition to affiliation 
with committees already furmed under the 
Commission of Interracial Cv-operation, 
this Comu:ission has axsisted in the furma- 
tion of interracial committees in Dayton and 
Youngstown, Ohio; Washinzton, D. C. and 
St. -Ieouix, No. These committe7s each have 
maprrd out detinite ricces of work and be- 
gun their activities. For example, in Wash- 
imzton, D. C., activitics have been started 
without any funix. Th y have formed a 
committee on exch of th2 following subjects: 
race relations information im the public 
school; race relations litcrature in the pub- 
bie librarics and the circulation of such liter- 
ature among those interested; employment, 
particularly of colored feople, in domestic 
service (an imyortant question in Washing- 
ton); and the observance of a Courtesy 
Week each year which «ill emphasize par- 
ticularly courteous behavior in contacts be- 
tween the races. 
Avsistance em Local Sarcey: of Negre.Life 

One of the secretaries of tiie Commission 
assisted in the preliminary oranization of 
local survey plans through the Pittsburgh 
Council of Churches, the Dayton Federation 
ef Churches and the Dayton Bureau of 
Community Service. During the past sum- 
mer the Dayton survey was made by a joint 
committee representing twenty church and 
social arencicx. This survey was accom- 
plished under the leadership of the Dayton 
Bureau of Cuonmunity. Service. “In ad- 
dition to a study of housing, health. recrea- 
tion, wares, uncmployment, delinquents, 
labor turnover, and retardation of school 
ehikiren, about 900 family schedules were 
secured. These schedules are now beinc 
tabulate! and the information will be avail- 
able in the near future.” A permanent in- 
(erracial committee, representiny all the 
ehurch and social ayencies whose work af- 
fects the Nexru life of the city, is in process 
ef formation. 

Counsel and assistance un special prob- 
lems have been given in Indianapolis, Cin- 
einnati, Toledo, Chicaygu, Atlanta, and other 


Fernishing luflurmation on Negro Life 

This work hax grown rapidly through re- 
quests from ministers, leaders ef mission

Five special marazine articles have been 
prepared, and more than a score of news- 
parer articles on Negro life and race re- 
lations were widely published in both the 
relicious and secular press, much ef it 
without designation ef its source. Special 
attention has been given to publicity <a 
the lynching evil 

The Commission assisted in preparing the 
releare tssued by the Federal Coancil 
against the secret and cathbound organiza- 
tions that stir up racial, class and religieus 
prajudice. .This pronouncement was widely 
quoted in the press throughout the couatry, 
a number-of newspapers giving extensive 
editorial comment. The Anickerbocker Press 
“Decent men will not mask © 


gangs ef scoundrels have no footing any- 
where. N= one can possibly have suspected 
the churches of supporting the Ku Klux 
Klan; at the same time. the action of the 
Federal Council is one of the best blows 
ever struck at an intulerabie nuisance.” 
“The Trend of the Races,” a book which 
has had the unusual circulation of 60,000 
copies in the first five months of its fublica- 
tion, promoted by the Missionary Edocation 
Movement and Council of Women for Home 
Missions, was written by ene of the secre- 
taries of this Commission, and has in this 
way co-operated in an important educational 
effort for better interracial understand- 


ing. 
- Next Stcpe 
In addition to the continuance ef the 
work which has broucht the results eat- 
lined’ above, the following steps will be un- 
dertaken during 1923:

OLORED voters achieved in the’ ele 
tions on November 7 the most signifi- 


_.eant victory of recent years. In Delaware, 


New Jerséy, Wisconsin and other States 
epponents of the Dyer Anti-Lynching Bill 


, were defeated and their defeat was due di- 


rectly to Negro votes. 


When the Dyer Bill was being debat<d in 


the House of Representatives in January, 
motice was @erved om members of Congress 
that al] who voted against it would be held 
accountable by Necro voters when those 
Congressmen stood for re-election. In a 
mumber of cases these statements were ap- 
parently laughed at. .But some of those 
who laughed have found that the threat 
was not an idle one. 


Delaware's sole Reprerentative in the 
Lower House of Cengress. Dr. Caleb R. 
Layton, voted against the Dyer Bill. It is 
Layton 
boasted that his vote against the Dyer Bill 
was the proudest act of his life. When the 
Delaware State Republican Convention was 
held in August, colurcd men and women in 
Delaware served notice upon the leaders of 
the Republican Party that they would act 
support Caleb R. Layton: for re election.

“There are two million members of the Uni- 
wersal Necro Improvement Association in 
the United States.” The only chance for 
ehecking these statements up until now, has 
been furnished by the reports of officials 
at his second annual conference.

W. A. Domingo in the Crusader for Oc- 
tober, 1921, called attention to the report 
ef the Chancellor and auditor. .Accordince 
to this report, which covers the period from 
September Ist, 1920, to Jaly SOth, 1921, the 
sum of $19,562.50 was paid in as “d«ath 
tax.” Mir. Domingo says that this death

A record of balloting by delegates showed 
less than 200 delegates present including the 
New Yusa deicyules.

Goward, in 1873. Frederick Douylass rec- 
emmended him to the position of Justice of 
the Peace, which he held under President 
Uays for 4 years, and was reappointed by 
Presidents Garfield and Cleveland. For 48 
years he practised law in the District ef 
Columbia and was the oldest colored lawyer 
in the State. .

nearly 18 years in Nigeria, which ef ali the 
colonies ef the Dritish Empire is surpassed 
by India enly in respect ef area, population 
and natural resources, I wish to say a few 
words by way of information and advic:, 
through your widely circulated ergan, te 
my Negro brethren ef America and the 
West Indies who may be lured by the “Back 
to Africa Novement.” : 
So far as I know, there is amo tribe in 
West Africa ready and willing to embrace 
with outstretched arms, as brothers retarn- 
inz from exile, those who have lost or never 
learned the mother tongue of that tribe. 
Everyone, irrespective ef color, who enn 
communicate only through an interpreter is 
rezarded as a foreigner by the entire tribe. 
I know of no West Indian Negro who is re- 
gard<d by the natives as any other than a 
foreicner although there are many who 
speak’ the language fluently. While every- 
where a hearty welcome is offered the for- 
eigners who come to trade or to educate and 
enlighten, I am confident that any attemp: 


made by them to establish themselves on the 


land a- fellow-owners wonld be resrnted by 
the natives. It is safe to say that it ts 
easier by far for any ene, who has the 
wherewithal to do so, to purchase a thou- 
sand acres of land in any gart of Europe 
or America, than with the same or equiva- 
lent amount of money to purchase ene acre 
of land from any tribe in the interior of any 
colony tn West Africa. Then it must not 
be forrotten that every square inch of soil 
in West Africa is under the trusteeship ef 
some European power, and there can be mo 
successful negotiations with the matives 
without the intcrfcrence or consent (call it 
what you like) of the powers that be.

We do not believe that Central Africa will 


ever become a permanent abidinc place fur 
the white races. Therefore, what-rer may 
be the future of the Colony, and we believe 
it has a great future; whatever prosperity 
may come to it, and throurh it to the wori! 
rge; whatever contributions to rcicner, 
medicine, education, relizion; all will re- 
sult primarily because of the services rend- 
ered by the natives. Great as has bern 
these services in the past. great as thev 
ate in the onatgp they will unquestionably 
Gnd their fullest expression in the future. 
Thus far the greatest contribation the aa- 
tive has made to the Colony and to the 
Church is physical. In the one word “iabor” 
we may sum up his freatest activiti:z. He 
is the beast of burden, the chief means ef 
transportation even today. Althuuch the 
railroads and steamers have come, these 
have but little lessened his importance as a 
porter, for all products must be borne to 
the rivers and railway lines on the heads 
and shoulders of the natives. The service of 
the native rendered in the early years, trans- 
rerting State officials, traders, and mission- 
aries, with their supplies, betwren Alatadi 
and Stanlev Pon], should never be formotten. 
The duilding of the Lower Congo Kailwsay 
is a monument to native labor no less than 
to darinz Belrian enterprise. It has been 
said that each telerraph post along the line 
represents a native life laid down. What 
a contribution that was!

To attempt to chance 
those rules at this time would only provoke 
an even more formidable and insurmount- 
able filibuster.

The northeasterly movement of the cen- 
ter of Negro population between 1910 and

. Marcus Garvey wins new headlines. . 

In the midst of his colorful convention he is notified of . 
his indictment by a Federal grand jury. ; 

We are not commenting upon the indictment, for he 
will be given a fair trial, and he will be able to secure justice 
as casily as any other man: we are commenting upon the 
fact that’: Garvey, who causes.very little stir in New York, 
outside of the ranks of his own Negro people, had caused 
considerable stir in European chanccllories. 

There arg cute, cunning old men in Europe who do not 
like Garvey. They claim he 1s ‘a dangeréus agitator, because 
he has succeeded in arousing the enthusiasm of his own 
people and has offered them the thought of a real Negro 
republic in Africa. 

And in Liberia, supposed to be a fepublic, Garvey is very 
much hated. The Negro president of Libcria fcars Garvey mcans 
to get control of the country, so he tells his consular agents here 
to grant passports to no one associated with Garvey. 


That wil not biock Garver for already two-thirds of the people 
‘of Liberia want him. They are tired of their present covernment 
and should be. The: know ther have been exploited and that the 
immense natural wealth of Liberian has been pawned to an inter- 
nailonal gang of lovtere. They know. too. ghat there is a close and 
inveterious connection hetwecn the present Libe:tan government ard 
the Repubiican administration in Washington. 


Perhaps, they know what few Negrocs in this country 
know: that the president of Liberia greatly embarrasscd the 
Harding administration during the disarmament conference. 
The president of. Libcria was in Washington at that time 
ettempting to negotiate a loan. He was there two days be- 
fore the conference opened:. Then someone told Secretary 
Hughes that if this Negro ‘Spresident were in Washington 
during the burial of the Unknown Soldicr, he would have to 
be given the place of honor in the parade because he was 
the highest ranking foreigner in the capital. |

The president of Libcria was told that it was ésscntial 
that he go home, that the loan would be arranged later, and 
that the United States warship, the Denver, was waiting for 
him in Boston.

Perhaps the same slow-thinking which induced the 
Liberian chief executive to quit the country to accommodatc
